ly trusted Legionary leaders* the Legioimuy rebellion* SlIUU flight to Germany 
and the chac^e which he gawe UITLIR to blaofanail AXVOVESCU Into yielding to exoea- 
slee German demands* SIUA's tremendous amibtion and desire to become oosmandant 
of the Legionary Uowement at any cost* Xioolae BATRASCU's miaslon to Rissanla which 
exposed thousands of Legionaries to the Coomunists •* to nasie only a few reasons - 
had reduced to almost nothing SIKA's following In £ueania. Slnoo the end of the 
war SIUA had tried assiduously but unaucoessfully to rebuild a following in Ru- 
mania. Eis attempted reapproohemcnt with the Communists through FATRASCU ended 
in complete failure. The teams which he sent to Atotsnia failed to organise a 
following. 

ilost of the Simists were wither sentenoed in Rumania in absentia 
or committed eromes* both there and abroad* for whidi they have not been tried* 
They are presently attached to SltfA to a considerable extend because of these 
crimes. Th^ reallss thcb their only chanoe to escape punishment for their orime 
in a liberated Ruoanla is to Inorsase their following considerably and to be able 
to claim that they halped rafugees and the country's liberatl^* in addition to 
tlia Support which they are sure to get from the Vatican. They formed 'Rumanian 
Comittees* in all the centers where there were Rumanian refugees in Germany* 
Austria* Italy* Prance* etc... 

Those refugees whoa the Simists develop as followers and whoa 
they cannot use in Intel ligenoe work* after they debrief them thouroughly* are 
directed to South Aoerioa - esoeciellv Argentina - and to Spain* where they are 
used In political aotlvlties. ^ ^ and* aooordiog to him other Rusanian re- 

fugees as well* believe that the^ialst politioal aotivities in Spain are also 
supported by the U* S. State Departemtn and possibly other agencies through
